GENEVA, April 24.—Stating that 
it heartily approves the action of 
the League of Nations Council in 
summoning a conference to discuss 
the American World Court reserva- 
tion, the Latvian Government, in a 
note to the secretariat, indicated 
the action of the Court signatories 
may dictate the conditions on 
which Washington can adhere to 
the Court regardless of any deci- 
sion of the United States Senate. 

The acceptance of the invitation 
by Riga stated: “Latvia associated 
herself entirely with the Council's 
action,” and will send a delegation 
“to discuss the various questions 
raised by the Senate and draw up 
an agreement generally on the con- 
ditions upon which the United 
States adherence depends.” 

The Latvian reply is the second 
thus far received. It is regarded 
as desirable to carry out the orig- 
inal plans for the conference, al- 
though the June-Council can can- 
cel them.

The chief danger from milk is 
tuberculosis. 

There are three strains of tuber- 
bacillus; human, which is 
also fouhd in cats and dogs; bo- 
vine, in cattle, goats, pigs, horees 
and man, and avia, in poultry and 
pigs. 

Most tuberculosis in children 1s 
of bovine origin and comes from 
drinking infected milk. 

It is possible for the disease to 
take root at an early age and ile 
dormant until some time when ine 
resistance lowers and allows it to

The presence of the disease in 
cows can be detected by a simple 
test. Only a very small propor.uon 
of those in which the test shows 
tuberculosis give tuberculous milk; 
but all such cows are potential 
sources of danger, since the ex- 
ereta and saliva contain large num- 


bers of bacilli which can be cai- 
ried by the air all over the cow- 
shed. 


Butter and cheese are often bad-

have suffered from lack of milk 
than from bad milk. 

The elimination must therefore 
be confined to cows which actually 
rive tuberculous milk, and all 
dairy herds should be examined by 
competent veterinary surgeons 
three or four times a year. 

It is useless to slaughter a 
if the shed from which she 
is not disinfected, and it is no use 
having animals tested and passed 
free if they are to be exposed to 
infection in cowsheds, trucks and 
markets.
